Dean Brown Gives Speech 

n. J, N'xon was then called on to 
propose a toast lo tlic raculty. Dean 
Brown then icplied lo Ihc lo-ist. After 
a word of congralulallon lo the com- 
miltec for holding the banquet in col- 
lege halls, a I'cvlval of twenty to 
twenty-five years ago, the Dean said 
several things pertinent to the faculty.

Club at the M.A.A.A, on Thurs- 
day. The conséquent filiiPH.s of 
sttidcnla had nn economical bcnc- 
ril, he said, ns the burden of sick- 
nrs.s on society was lessened. Also 
llie encouragement of alhletlcB de- 
vclops Inlornatloiial cuopcrutlon, 
Ihrougli comiwtlLlons between var- 
ious countries. " 

At an earlier addrcis tn the 
Women's Canadian C tib, Principal 
Morgan upokc of the contrlbullon 
Ihnl art has made lo democracy 
under the title "Culture and the 
People." One of his definitions of 
culture Is. "The whole procejw en- 
abling a society and the Indivi- 
duals consUlulIng it lo become all 
IHcy are capable of becoming, sev- 
erally and jointly"; or in Matthew 
Arnold's phrase, "The harmonious 
c.\pres.sion of all Uiosc powers that 
inakc for beauty and worth of hu- 
man nature. " 

, * * 

The process of education was 
concerned with culture— physical, 
intellectual, emotional and spiri- 
tual,' In past 'periods', culture' var- 
ied from that expressed in the 
Greek ideals of Plato, to the ex- 
treme opposite based on the phil- 
osophy of the Mr. Gradgrinds of 
Dickens, who narrowed the pur- 
pose and meaning .of life, and 
therefore of education; to material 
things. As humanity or society 
understands culture in the wider 
sense life is richer or meaner. 
. The presenir i^eri . Principal Mor- - 
gan believed, whl'e having prog- 
ressed in the technique of making 
a livelihood, had fallen behind in 
the aesthetic and emotional sides 
of education. "If culture is going 
to Ignore tl\e reality of the human 
hunger for beauty and the neces- 
sity of emotional expression it is a 
truncated thing," the lecturer de- 
clared.

All, he continued. Is one of the 
ways In which humanity Is able to 
express its emotions. With all the 
disadvantages of "Mcrrle England" 
in the middle ages, one great asset 
was the Joy of craftsmanship, when 
the common man and common 
woman had the opportimlly and 
the capacity to make and use 
beautiful things. In mechanising 
and, iheicfore. commerciallaing the 
crafts, much has been lost lo the 
people.
